tence, he was w ell-nigh dead, aud there 
was no eye to pity and no hand to save. 
W hat followed is enough to everlastingly 
curse those who had took any part in the 
proceedings. 
More heartless inhum anity 
was never seen ai the House of Correction 
in Milwaukee. 
A more diabolical outrage 
was never committed in this State agaiuct 
the poor and the helpless.

make any provision fo r the printing. This 
is a m atter of public concern. 
The ex­ 
pense would be very m oderate, and we do 
not believe it would be a wise policy to 
bring the work of the Secretaries to 
naught. 
The State can afford to bear toe 
expense of the publication of the record, 
and it should be done. 
There were 123 members oi the ConveL- 
tion of 1846. L ist year, 46 of these were 
iv.ng, 32 were dead, and the whereab juts 
of 23 were unknown.

Santa F e , New Mexico, Dsc. 13,1879— 
My trip from Janesville to this city of 
“the Holy F aith ”—claiming to be the 
oldest European .settlem ent in the United 
States, has been full ot novelty and exceed­ 
ingly interesting. 
A sketch of it, and ut 
that young giant corporation—the Atchi­ 
son, Topeka and Santa F e Railroad Com­ 
pany—just now com ing to the front, may 
be interesting to your readers, especially 
as It bas for some tim e been largely uudea 
the management and control ot two Rock 
county boys, whom your readers will 
always be pleased to honor. 
Leaving Janesville, I took the sleeper on 
toe Chicago, Burlington & Quincy by the 
way ol Hopkins and St. Joseph, Missouri, 
and Atchison, Kausas, reaching Topeka iu 
twenty-six hours without change of cars. 
Topeka, the capital of Kansas, pleasantly 
situated on a rolling prairie on the bourn 
Dank of the Kansas river and contains 
about thirteen thousand inhabitants. 
A t Topeka I joined a company made up 
oi William B. Strong, General M anager ; 
George O. M anchester, A ssistant; J . F 
Goddard, General Freight Agent of tne 
A. T. & bania F e Railroad Company ; Hon. 
George T. Anthony, ex-Governor of Kan 
aas; Hon. John Francis, now, aud for sev 
erat years, State Treasurer of K ansas; Goo 
ii. Peck, Esq.,formerly of Janesville, aud 
Mr. Thayer, ut Boston. 
With such a com pany,any trip would be 
pleasant, but especially tne one we have 
made. A day’s ride on the cars, Is enough 
to disclose to the traveler the immense 
agricultural resources of 
Kansas. The 
blate is over four hundred miles long, east 


its southerly end. in going up to the tunne 
the Spanish Peaks and the Sangre De 
Cristo Range opposite us come out in bole 
relief, and the sight was grand beyonc 
description. So, as we passed south of the 
tunnel, the Sangre De Cristo Range was 
almost constantly in sight, until we reached 
this point, and occasionally the Spanish 
Peaks could 
be seen, until we got one 
hundred ana thirty miles south of them 
when they could hardly be distinguished 
from white clouds in the heavens, aud 
fiu&lly passed out of view by lesser m oun­ 
tains coming between them and us. From 
the tunnel we moved southwesterly to the 
end of the track 103 miles distant, or 261 
miles from the main dine. In going this 
distance the track passes over and around 
mountains, through gulches and valleys 
and over table lands, and the several streams 
having their sources bn the eastern slopes 
bf the bangre De Christo and flawing into 
the 
Cimarron, 
Canadian, 
Pecas 
and 
Callisto 
rivers. 
A t 
Las 
Vegas, 
Don 
Miguel 
Otero—a 
pure M exican, 
well educated and of largo business exper­ 
ience and influence in the territory, joined 
our company, and we proceeded lo the end 
of the track—fourteen hundred miles by rail 
southwest of Janesville. Here we remained 
ail night. 
The mountains, hills and v a l­ 
leys in this section are spiarsaly covered 
with scrub pine and cedar, giving the 
country 
the appearance of an immense 
park. In the m orning we started with car 
nages for Santo Domingo,on the East bank 
of tne Rio Grande,forty six miles West of us. 
At first we move up the headwaters of the 
Pecas passing the rum s of old Pecas mud 
church, said to have been built by the In ­ 
dians hetero the discovery of America by 
Columbus, and around which cluster m any 
curious traditions. 
Passing on we soon 
reach the divide between the headwaters 
of 
the 
Pecas and 
the 
GaUisteo. 
Here Francis and Otero take their teams 
around by the wagon road about three 
miles, while the rest of us follow the pro­ 
posed track through the deep cut about 
three-fourths of a mile. 
This summit is 
aptly called G lorieta, for the track at this 
point is 7,327 above tho level of the sea. 
Joining our carriages, we passed around 
along down the broad waters of the G aili- 
ateo some twelve or fourteen miles, passing 
the stage road leading on our right to Bau- 
t * Fe, we came to Apache C aron, when 
Peck and Otero take the teams around 
while the rest of us pass through the canon 
where the mountain* are several hundred 
feet high and almost perpendicular on 
either side where men arc engaged with 
blasts and picks, preparing a bed for th* 
rapidly approaching track. 
Gaining our teams again 
we move 
down into the valley, and out upon the 
□road prairie on the banks of the G a lis­ 
teo, until we reach a Mexican village by 
that uaaie 
where we take dinner in 
“a D o b d constructed of straw and mud, 
uke most other buildings in the Territory. 
Having refreshed the “ inner m an” and the 
“inner horse,” we move on down the dry 
sandy bottoms ut the Canisteo, through 
narrow gulches aud over and around ab ­ 
rupt hills, until dark, when we reach 
a 
cam p of railroaders, who give us their best 
tent with a good fire in it, which all ap ­ 
preciated, for the severe cold with a con­ 
tinuous wind in our faces during the whole 
•lay, had given u* all a desire tor rest, even 
upon me ground. A warm supper, a com - 
lortable sleep, and a good breakfast, pre­ 
pare us to repeat, in part, the experience 
of the previous afternoon. 
About two o’clock in toe afternoon oi 
the 12ik, we reach Santo Domingo—a pue­ 
blo or Indian city, at the mouth of the Gal­ 
isteo and on the east bank of the Rio 
Grande 
river 
which 
runs 
directly 
south through New Mexico, and is eighteen 
hundred miles in leugtn. 
Tne Indians at 
Santo Domingo are civilized and there are 
about 1,390 of them. As we drove toto 
their town they appeared in large aum hers 
ou toe tops of their m ud building*.

They 
said the wages (or men in North Carolina, 
is from thirty to forty cents a day; this is 
not paid in money, but In orders for pork, 
corn-meal, groceiee, etc., for which they 
are charged exorbitant prices. 


CREATED OUT OF TREIB YEAR’S EARNINGS 
After a season of bard work, In conse-l 
quence cl this cheatery, they came out 
poor; their wives and children suffered 
for food and proper clothing. They say, 
their minds were up to stand it no longer, 
and if they die la the attempt lo get a 
home in a land of freedom, they prefer 
that, rather then endure the wrongs to 
which they have been subjected. Among 
the reasons these refugees give for being 
short of money, to carry them to the end 
of their journey is, the railroads charged 
them rates unexpectedly exorbitant, espe­ 
cially for their children, of whom their 
number is largely made up. About 12,000 
is needed to carry them through, and make 
them comfortable ; this sum Is being rais­ 
ed by chantable citizens, and in a few days 
they will all move forward* 
Up to the present time, the colored ref­ 
ugees, who have gone to Indiana, have 
been well received, and have readily found 
employment But jail now, some of the 
Democratic faith, who cire more for party, 
than downtrodden humanity, are attempt­ 
ing to create the belief, this exodus move­ 
ment, is a Republican shot 
again, to 
overthrow toe indiana Democracy, and 
turn the State over to the Republicans, by 
the introduction of negro voters. If the 
I od i ani hoosiers, should really get fright­ 
ened over (his, it would not be surprising 
if they should slam the doer against the 
further incoming of colored emigrants.
